That 
prince, it appears, refuses lo acknowl- 
edge all acts performed during his min- 
istry, by his guardian, the King of Eng- 
land and Hanover. 
It is asserted that 


the Prince had to submit to many 
tilings during his minority, and partic- 
ularly to the loss of one of his finest cha- 
teaux. which, during the last year, was 
given by the king to one of his favor- 
ites; and he has appealed, in vain, to 
the Germanic Diet. The letter adds, 
that this step will probably produce 
some effect at the present juncture, 
when the Diet is threatened with oppo- 
sition by a confederation between Prus- 
sia. Bavaria, Wuriemburg. Hesse Cas- 
scl, Saxony, Baden, and all the other 
small states of Southern Germany. 


The Continental Powers have already 


suffered too much by clissentions about 
trifles, to hazard again their peace and 
prosperity for a bauble ; and the refrac- 
tory Duke and his confederates will 
it find impossible to induce the people 
of the states to involve themselves in a 
controversy with powers that may- 
crush them in a moment.

FfRE—On

1 o'clock, the stone 


church of the Rev. Dr. Lyman Beecher, 
in Hanover street, Boston, was discov- 
ered to be on fire, and in a short space 
of time the interior of this handsome 
edifice was so completely enveloped in 
flames as to render hopeless all endeav- 
ors to save it. 
But a small portion of 


the pew furniture, Sec. was saved ; an 
elegant organ, but recently put up, was 
destroyed. 
The first floor of the build- 


ing was occupied as the Foreign Mis- 
sionary rooms, and in these a large 
number of books and tracts were des- 
troyed, on which there was $$3500 in- 
sured at the Merchant's office.* There 
was also an insurance by the church, at 
the Manufacturer's Office, for g!4,000. 
The fire took from the flue of a hot air 
furnace, which passed in or near the 
organ loft. 
Saturday and Sunday ha- 


ving been extremely cold, a great fire 
waa made in the morning and kept up 
during the day on Sunday. In the cel- 
lar of the church a quantity of wine,ancl 
sheet copper had been stored by Mr. 
Elben Breed, amounting to 10 or 15,000 
dollars, which was principally destroy- 
ed. 
By dint of great exertions, the fire 


was prevented from extending beyond 
the church. 


'The i-alueofthe tracts, KC. in this

THE GREAT DEBATE. 


The great debate between Mr. Web- 


ster and Mr. Hayne, on the resolution 
relating to the surveys of the public 
land, closed on Wednesday 27th ult.— 
The Alexandria Gazette thus notices 
the debate and particularly the closing 
speech of Mr. Webster:— 


The Senate was crowded,—its galle- 


ries, lobbies, and even the floor, full to 
overflowing on Monday, Tuesday, and 
Wednesday. 
The debate between two 


such distinguished men as Mr. Web- 
ster and Mr. Hayne—the various cir- 
cumstances attending the debate, and 
the wide range which it had taken, ex-' 
cited the attention and interest of the 
people. The subject actually before 
the Senate, was a resolution having for 
its object the suspension of the survey 
of the public lands, and the abolition of 
the office of Surveyor General. 
Upon 


the question Mr. Hayne had taken oc- 
casion to express his views at large, as 
to the policy of the General Go^ern- 
ment, the degree of protection the 
Western settlers had received, and also 
the policy of the different sections of 
the Union,—commenting upon the 
difference of the doctrines of the North 
and South. 
Mr. Webster, in reply, 


contended that the Northern States 
had always been the friends of the 
West, and incidentally mentioned the 
blessings that had resulted from ex- 
cluding" slavery from Ohio, kc. This 
commenced the grand contest. 
On 


Monday, Mr. Hayi'ie concluded his elo- 
quent speech, in reply to the last from 
Mr. Webster. lie was impassioned 
and even violent, in his manne-. 
He 


took a rapid view of the history of par- 
ties, and denounced, ir. strung terms, 
ihe Federalists of 1812. He read ex- 
tracts to show that the party to which 
Mr. Webster had belonged, had then 
almost dissolved the Union. His at- 
tacks upon Mr. Webster were inces- 
sant. He also denounced, in the most 
indignant manner, the Tariff, and In- 
ternal Improvements, and contended 
that the States had a right to nullify 
those acts 
I must do Mr. Hayne the 


justice to repeat, that he was eloquent, 
and that his speech was worthy of his 
reputation. Upon the conclusion oi 
his speech, Mr. Webster roe to speak, 
but tra-ve wav for :•. motion to adjourn. 
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and Jet the light of reason in upon hit 
worshippers there. 
The peroratiou of 


his speech was more than eloquent—it 
was sublime. The breathles* atten- 
tion of the, audience, while it lasted, 
and the murmur of applause that in- 
voluntarily broke from almost every 
spectator, bore witness to the orator'* 
power. 
His political opponents cea- 


sed for the moment to retain a hard 
thought against him, and bowed to the 
majesty of mind. 


In the course of Mr. Webster'» 


speech, with a magnanimity which re- 
dounds to his credit, he complimented 
the distinguished sons of Carolina, and 
yielded his tribute of admiration to the 
service of that patriotic State. 
A true 


American in principle and feelings, he 
said he knew no sectional feelings 
which could induce him to withhold 
praise from Genius, wherevtr it might 
be found. 


That this brilliant effort will have the 


effect of producing a better state of 
feeling throughout the country, we 
have no doubt. That it will elevate 
Mr. Webster stll higher in the estima- 
tion of the public, is also equally cer- 
tain; and, on all accounts, we are glad 
that an opportunity has been given him 
for saying exactly what he did say. 


Mr. Sanford of the U. S. Senate has 


made a report on the current coins of 
the country—the folio wing propositions 
are submitted. 


1. That our copper coins shall be a 


legal tender for payment of any sum 
nof exceeding ten cents, and for no 
greater sum. 


2. That our silver coins less than a 


dollar, shall not be a legal tender for the 
payment of any sum exceeding ten dol- 
lars. 


3. That when our coins of gold and 


silver are diminished in weight, more 
than a twenty-fifth part of their full 
weight, they shall not be legal money. 


4. That no foreign coin whatever 


shall be a legal tender, 


5. That the first and third of these 


regulations, ihall be in force immedi- 
ately; that the fourth shall take effect 
on the fourth day of July, 1831 ; and 
that the second shall take effect on the 
fourth day of July, 1833,

his last. The assassin had deliberately 
shut the door of the office, leaving his 
gun behind, and retired, shaking hands 
wiih his acquaintances in the most ea- 
sy unconcerned manner. He secreted 
himself in a cog-pit — and when the hue 
and cry was raised, was traced by a 
person, who had noticed his movements 
into his lurking place.
